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ABSTRACT 

Fiscal year 1981 and 1982 data on state support of 
private higher education are presented. Information is provided on 
programs in operation or approved for state support of private higher 
education in the 50 states and the District of Columbia. The 
following types of support are identified for each state: contract, 
direct institutional aid, disadvantaged/minorities , facilities 
assistance/authorities, medical/dental/nursing, and student 
assistance. Funding amounts are indicated, along with distribution of 
the award and restrictions. (SW)

The 
Review will be published 16 times a year and the 
subscription price is $15 per year. 

Issuegrams 

These 4- to 6-page summaries of 50 major educa- 
tion issues are written especially for state political 
and education leaders. They include background 
and analysis of differing views, lists of resources 
and references. A list of the Issuegrams is available 
from the ECS Distribution Center. At $2 per copy, 
20 Issuegrams have been published as of January 
1983, including such topics as collective bargain- 



ing, adult learning, school improvement, achieve- 
ment' in mathematics and science, energy education 
and tuition tax credits. 

A 1983 publication plan for postsecondary educa- 
tion is currently being developed, including a new 
format for Hi£h*er Education in the States, a new 
booklet on trends in postsecondary education, and 
the 1983 editions of the Directory of Professional 
Personnel, and the State Postsecondary Education 
Profiles Handbook. 

A special subscription package has been developed 
that includes 4 issues of the State education 
Leader, 16 issues of State Education Review, 5
